In recent notes I wrote about 
Antelope rye Some farmers are 
interested in securing some. The 
following indicates how you may 
be able to get it. 

Comparative tests have shown 
that Antelope rye yields about 10 
per cent higher than Dakold, is 
equally winter hardy and_ has 
lasger, more attractive kernels. 

A ilmited increase of Antelope 
rye was made at the University of 
Saskatchewan in 1952.

Causes Dual Ban 


Spread of polio in Alberta has 
forced the Provincial Board of 
Health to exclude all children 16 
years old and under from theatres 
and swimming pools throughout the 
province, The order became etfec- 
tive at 8 am. August 14, 

To control the spread of polio 
parents are advised to keep their 
children from getting over-tired. 
Boys and girls should keep out of 
crowds, avoid swimming and prac- 
tice careful personal hygiene. 

Parents can help check the dis- 
ease by maintaining high standards 
of dish washing, washing all fruits 
and vegetables, keeping garbage 
covered, controlling flies in out- 
door toilets, and postponing opera- 
tions for the removal of tonsils, 
adenoids or teeth. 

The Board of Health said that 
early care will often prevent a 
polio patient from being crippled 
Mild cases of polio were best looked 
after in the home since movement 
ingiht harm the patient.
